Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected claims, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on 7/1 1/05, 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hause et al C634). 
Hause teaches the following claimed limitations as cited below: 
8. A method for forming a LDMOS transistor, comprising: 

forming an epitaxial layer on a semiconductor substrate; forming a deep n-well region in said 
epitaxial layer (Col.4, lines: 40-50); 

forming a patterned photoresist layer over said deep n-well region wherein said patterned 
photoresist layer comprises at least one opening (Col.s 4-5, lines: 60-10); 
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implanting a boron species into said deep n-well through said opening (Col. 12, Unes: 5-10); 
performing a hard bake process on said patterned photoresist layer (CoL2, lines: 1-10); 
implanting an arsenic species into said deep n-well through said opening (Col.5, lines: 55-60); 
forming LOCOS region and isolation structures in said deep n-well (Col.5, lines: 1-5); 
forming a gate dielectric layer on said deep n-well region (Col.9, lines: 35-40). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hause et al 

C634). 



In reference to claim 9, Hause teaches wherein said hard bake process comprises heating said 
patterned photoresist layer ; however fails to explicitly teach to heat to temperatures between 75 
and 200 C. 

In reference to claim 10, Hause teaches wherein forming said LOCOS isolation structures 
comprises performing thermal oxidation; however fails to teach processes at temperatures greater 
than 800 C. 

These claims are prima facie obvious without showing that the claimed ranges achieve 
unexpected results relative to the prior art range. In re Woodruff, 16 USPQ2d 1935, 1937 (Fed.

Cir. 1990). See also In re Huang, 40 USPQ2d 1685, 1688(Fed. Cir. 1996)(claimed ranges of a 
result effective variable, which do not overlap the prior art ranges, are unpatentable unless they 
produce a new and unexpected result which is different in kind and not merely in degree from 
the results of the prior art). See also In re Boesch, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA) (discovery of 
optimum value of resuh effective variable in known process is ordinarily within skill of art) and 
In re AUer, 105 USPQ 233 (CCPA 1955) (selection of optimum ranges within prior art general 
conditions is obvious).
